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Some of the world's best literature lias been 
written for newspapers. ' . 
. The reason Shakespeare, Hemingway and Zane 
Grey never made it to the top is because they were 
too wordy. 

\ Any of the great books can be improved merely 
by condensing them to three paragraphs. Take the 
first paragraph, the last paragraph arid one from 
the middle and you get the author's message. 

The rest is just padding. (Those guys get paid by . 
the word, you know.) 

The secret is to select the right paragraph from 
the middle. It takes a little practice; but after a 
while you seize it without difficulty. (Most books 
automatically fall open to the page that contains 
the all-important message.) 

FOR EXAMPLE, suppose Shakespeare walked 
into the office and handed his story to a rewrite 
man. It might come out in the newspaper 
something like this:
